This chart reveals the wide gap 
that exists between the price of 
wheat and the costs of the things 
farmers have to buy, the price of 
wheat being now 25 per cent lower 
and the cost of the things farmers 
have te buy being 50 per cent high- 
er than in 1013-14, 

It will be observed further that 
except for a brief period between 
1937 and 1938, when. wheat was for 
a short time relatively scarce and 
so was high’ in price, that this wide 
gep, which brings now, and has 
brought, much serious difficulties to 
our wheat, growers, has actually ex- 
isted since 1980.

PLAYS ITS PART 


First of a series of six articles by

In this series of articles on “Can- 
ada at War,” I propose to deal with 
phages of the war effort little khown 
to the general public.

The first plant I visited stands on 
a 200-acre site, and over 50 acres are 
under roof. It generates its own el- 
ectricity, and 320 tons of coal are 
burned dally to produce 65,000 horge- 
power. A total of 13,000 men are 
werking here now, where prior to 
the war, 7,000 were employed at the 
peak of production.

In the foundry, 100 tons of steel, 
and 100 tons of pig iron are produced 
daily, The articles produced in the 
foundry are sent to the machine shop 
a bundrec yards distant, by means

We now enter the machine shop, 
where they are 4,300 different ma- 
chines, running at full blast, to turn 
out 2,200 complete motors a week. 
Let us look for a minute at two of 
these machines, First, a multiple 
trimming machine, trims twelve en- 
gine blocks at both ends, in one op- 
eration, to a uniformity of within 
one-thousandth of an inch.

pipeline operation from that at Sar- 
nia which accounts for the present 
22 per cent of imports, The Sarnia 
pipeline draws direct from the Mlin- 
ois oil field. The new pipeline is ser- 
viced entirely by tankers with oil 
from South American and Texas 
fields and has been built by the Stan- 
dard Oil Company of New Jersey in

Botarist, Science Service, Central 
identification, Such co-operation will 
be appreciated and will constitute a 
valuable service to Canada. 

Among the especially serious dis- 
eases is the notorious wart disease 
(formerly known as potato cancer) 
prevalent in most European countries 
and in Newfoundland. While it is 
unlikely that European potatoes may 
reach Canada under the pregent cir- 
cumstancey, there is an increase in 
Canadian trade with Newfoundland: 
In view of the fact that usually only 
a few tubers are brought in, It will 
be realized that it may take’ some 
years before this dreaded disease 
may be noticed in the goil of Canada, 
The disease is most prominent on the 
potato tuber, which may show a cur- 
ious caulifiower-like growth at one or 
more eyes (usually at the eye-end), 
or the tuber may be transformed en- 
tirely to a lumpy warty mass, 

The strongest possible appeal is 
therefor: made to all growers, large 
and small, for assistance in the De- 
partment’s efforts to prevent the es- 
tablishment of any potato disease 
that may cause disaster to Canada’s 
efforts in the production and conser- 
vation of urgently needed food sup- 
plies now and in the future.

STABILIZATION 
OF PRICES AND WAGES 


Your Country asks your loyal support 


of this Wartime Measure 


Two NEW CONTROLS have now 
become essential in Canada’s wartime 
design for living. These are: 


(1) Control of Prices 


Commencing November 17, 1941, there 
may be no increase in the prices of goods 
441 services generally unless absolutely 
necessary and authorized by the Wartime 


Prices and Trade Board. 


(2) Control of Wages 


No employer, with certain limited excep- 
tions, may increase the basic wage rates 
paid to his employees unless authorized 
by a Board on which the Government, 
employers and employees are repre- 
sented, But after February 15, 1942, every 
employer with the same exceptions, will 
be obliged to pay a cost of living bonus 
and to adjust this bonus every three 
months. . 


Action Necessary to Stop Inflation 
This Government action has been taken to 
prevent the inflation we knew in the last war, 
and its subsequent depression, unemployment 


and suffering. 


Every housewife knows that prices are 
rising, and rising prices,, unless controlled, 
will make it more costly and difficult to finance 
the war. Rising prices, unchecked, will spread 
confusion in industry and trade; will hinder 
production and proper distribution of sup- 
plies; will make the cost of living rise more 
rapidly than wages and salaries; will lessen 
the value of savings; will result in hardshi 
for almost everyone, and especially those wi 
small incomes. And the result of uncontrolled 
inflation, after the war, when prices drop, will 
again be depression and unemployment. 
Prices cannot be controlled without control 


of wages. Excess profits are, and will con- 


tinue to be, under rigid control. 


Coverage of Wages Stabilization Order 
The Order is applicable to the following 
employers: { 5 
1—Every employer normally subject to the 

Industrial Disputes Investigation Act. 


2—Every employer engaged in the manufac- 
ture of munitions of war, or war supplies, 
or the construction of deſence projects. 


** 


3—Every 8 trades employer with ten 

or more employees. 

4—Every other private employer with fifty or 
more employees. 

The Order does not apply to employers in 
agriculture or fishing, or to hospitals, religi- 
ous, charitable or educational associations 
operated on a non-profit basis. 


Wage Provisions 

Except on written permission bf the National 
War Labour Board, no employer may increase 
his basic wage rates. This permission can 
only be given in cases where the Board has 
found the wage rates to be low. Wage rates 
which are unduly high will not have to be 
decreased, but in such cases the Board may 
order the employer to defer the cost of living 
bonus. 


Cost of Living Bonus 


ery employer covered by the Order must pa 
to all his employees except those above the ran 
of foreman a wartime cost of living bonus. 

Effective November15,each employer already 
paying a bonus under PC 7440 of December 
16, 1940, shall add to such bonus an amount 
based on the rise in the cost of living index 
for October 1941, above the index number 
used to determine the current amount of the 
bonus. 


Effective February 15, 1942, each employer 
who has not been paying a cost of living 
bonus must begin to pay a bonus based on the 
rise in the index between October, 1941, 
and January, 1942, unless ordered by the Board 
to base the bonus on the rise in the cost of 
living over a longer period. 

The bonus is calculated on the followin 
basis: For each rise of one point in the cost o 
living the amount of the bonus shall be 25 
cents per week, except for male workers under 
21 years of age and female workers, who, if 
employed at basic rates of less than $25.00 
per week, shall receive a bonus of 1 percent 
of their basic wage rates. a

every three months.
